What a spendthrift world it is ' An 


English financial authority estimates 
the increased indebtedness of the ton 
leading nations of tho world since 1873 
to bo $1,735)000,000. That is to say, 
these nations have been getting deeper 
in debt every year by more than $350,- 
000,000. France has increased her 
debt within the last two years to $730,- 
000,000; Spain, $570,000,000; Aus- 
tria, $220,000,000; Italy, $150,000,- 
000, and India, $110,000,00.0. The 
increased indebtedness of the United 
States iu the same time is <put down at 
$35,000,000. There was a slight de- 
crease in the debts of Great Britain 
and Germany, the latter being favored 
by the large receipts from the French 
indemnity. The aggregate national in- 
debtedness of the world, according (o 
this authority, ia $23,750,000,000, on 
which there is an annual interest charge 
of more than $1,000,000,000. These 
tremendous figures but represent the 
present financial embarrassments of this 
world of oars. Nations are piling their 
debts in the aggregate, as wo have seen 
at the rate of $850,006,000 and more 
per annum. And yet these are years 
of comparative peace. Presently the 
world will be plunged into great wars, 
and expenditure and waste will be ac- 
celerated tenfold. The most serious 
question to be considered in this con- 
nection is of the ability of the most 
deeply debt laden of the peoples to pre- 
serve their national credit under their 
increasing burdens. It costs France at 
.present $165,000,000 per annum to pay 
the interest on her debt. This expen- 
diture is in addition, of course, to the 
cost of running the Government. 
Aus- 


tria is obliged to raise $75,000,000 per 
annum, and Italy $100,000,000 per 
annum to- meet the interest claims on 
their debts. The charge upon the debt 
of Spain is $55,000,000 per annum, 
but she pays it by borrowing more at a j 
higher rate of interest (15 per cent, is 
the last quetalion). 
Now with a gen- 


eral European war to follow, with its 
attendant increase in expenditure and 
indobtne.-s. how is it possible that many 
of the Continental nations mil not 
eventually reach the point of repudia- 
tion ? Spain is already on the verge 
of it 
The immense wealth of France 


may carry lief through, hut can Aus- 
tria and Italy stand the strain ! The 
burden of taxation will bear heivily 
upon the people, a id heavier as the 
years roll on, ani some day the ques- 
tion will be whether they can bear it 
and hvc
